Reading from an epistle “Now 
the Lord is spirit and where the 
spirit of the Lord ts there is lib- 
erty,”- Rev. Walker chose as his 
text, “I question whether there has 
ever been a t'me in history when 
the world was faced with such 
chaos and confusion, due primarily 
to the influx of dictators, com- 
munism, Nazism and Fascism, 
which are challenging the dem- 
ocracies of the world and more 
particularly the SBritlsh Empire 
today. The {deals of these “isms” 
lie in the complete absence of 
freedom and individuality and the 
introduction of the iron hand of 
force, which are in direct ‘oppos- 
{tion for all that democracy up- 
holds in the freedom of individ- 
uality, Therefore I tell you the 
only way to salvation is through 
the Christian state, 


Men All Alike 


“Jesus Christ never worried 
about social strifes. He’ knew men 
were not all alike in this material 
world. The world of Jesus is not 
a world of life, but rather a world 
of character, and in the realm of 
character worldly differences cease 
to exist. A true democracy upholds 
the freedom of worship and also 
freedom of speech. Democracy 
spells freedom, “Isms” spell per- 
secution. Therefore democracy 
cannot afford to compromise with

Beme of Policies Cited 


Some of the policies which have 
been inaugurated by the depart- 
ment for the benefit of teachers of 
Ontario were cited by the speaker. 

“Grants on certificates have 
been discontinued and added to the 
teachers" salaries. Salaries, as a re- 
sult, should improve as the years 
go by. And I want to make the as- 
sertion right now, that our teachers 
are not overpaid. Some of them 
have pretty good salaries, but 2 
Jot more of them are having a 
hard struggle in the poorer school 
sections. 

“We have delayed the September 
opening of achools until after Labor 
Day, giving teachers and pupils a 
littlé better starts for the new year. 

“We have a scheme under con- 
sideration whereby older feachers 
Who find it hard to obtain first 
class certificates, after having 
taught for years on a second class 
one, will have it easler to get one,

Chancellor Hitler’s attack on the democracies 
and their freedom of speech‘in his address to the 
Nazis on Sunday. at Weimar, brought the criticism 
from. British newspapers that the Nezi leader 
showed not a sign of acknowledgment of the work 
ofChamberlain and .Daladier-for peace. One 
English paper spoke of Hitler's expressing exagget- 
ated . qnphasis | on the very” suspicions which 
Chamberlain had himself castigated. f 
Hitler ‘had laid emphasis. in his attack on the 
freedom of “speech in. democratic countries “as 
-inciting to war”. He had said that he was fully 
prepared for any: democratic shuffle, ghat might 
thrust: Chamberlain or Attlee into power in 
England, with “their hopes to see Italy and Ger- 
many crushed”. Hitler declared he was “distrust- 
ful of disarmament of weapons as long as there is |. 
not even a disarmament of spirit” and hence long 
is Se ah te ea 
‘Yer ‘while Hitler was in this way rejecting dis- 
armament proposals, Chamberlain was trying to 
lay the groundwork for'a general plan of appease- 
ment-in) which the four powers, Britain, France, 
Germany. and Italy would havo part, and in which 
some ‘possible satisfaction’ of the German demand 
for colonies, might be provided. : 
Winston Churchill’ in comment upon the attack 
‘on him at. Weimar asked Hitler to search his own 
heart‘and conscience before he accused anyone of 
being a.warmonger and expressed his surprise that 
‘ the head of 2 great state should set himself up to 
attack British Parliament members: holding no 
official position and men who are not leaders of 
parties. He declared. that Hitler was mistaken in 
supposing that"Eden, Duff-Cooper and himself are 
warmongers, ‘and said that none of them ever 
dreamed of an act of aggression against Germany. 
He aaid he was sorry Hitler was not mellowed by 
the great success which had attended him. He 
advised the Reich’s Chancellor to relax 2 little and 
not try to frighten people out of their wits for an 
expression of honest doubt and divergencies. 

Hitler’s “strident philippic against the democ- 
racies” and their freedom of speech would seem to 
show a failure of the German people to understand 
the cardinal features of democracy. or 

On: the other hand.the moderation of Churchill 
in his reply and the view of the British press that 
it should be made clear that there is no spirit in 
Britain for .war against Germany, are to be con- 

‘ trasted with the attacks by the Fuehrer. 

The Chancellor should realize that it will be a 
long time before criticism of policy can be silenced 
in Britain where the constitution allows the right 
to free expression of opinions. 


LOOKING TO LEADERS 


The world’s fate is seen in the character of its 
leadership, declared Dean Walter Matthews of St. 
Paul's, London, in a sermon to graduates of Yale 
University. This leadership he says which will 
dominate :the civilization of the future will be 
Christian leadership or a. leadership like that 

"advocated by Neitzsche, the German philosopher 
who advocated the superman. 

Dean Matthews declared that the world has 
developed in a way that has surprised mankind, it 
looked’ for further democratic developments, 
discussion,. free speech, free voting but on the other 
hand there has come to light again the deep- 
seated tendency of human nature, the outstanding 
feature of the modern world, to make use of heroes, 
the influence of dominant personalities. 

The truth seems to be that the masses of men 
need not only a cause put a leader. They must 
have not only an idea but a n. There is 
always the return of the hero, declared Dean Mat- 
thews, 

Tho recent crisis, the Dean said, meant reflection 
which was born in thought. The feeling expressed 
Greek tragedy, the inexorable march of fate, the 
: of the will for power, the heroism which 
finds its end‘in conflict. 

But against that was the spirit of the other hero, 
the ‘Christian, who sought not domination but 
fellowship. The.common people are more ‘deeply

Frequent Colds in Children Often 
Due to Sinus Trouble 


There are some youngsters who 


always seem to have a cold. In 
schools where there. is a school 
nurse with a physician visiting at 
rgular intervals it is often a prob- 
Jem as to whether to allow the 
child to remain at school or be 
sent home until the cold clears up. 

As a matter of fact, when the 
child seems to always have s cold, 
the trouble is often in one of the 
sinuses adjoining the nose, usually 
the one in the upper jaw—the an- 
trum. This sinus appears to be al- 
ways ready to start trouble shoud 
the youngster be exposed to a draft 
to dampness or becomes real tircd 
or fatigued. The lining of the 
sinus Lecomes inflamed and at 
first there is just a light mucous 
followed later by a thick mucous, 
and In some cases, by pus formi- 
tion. This mucous or pus drops 
down Into the back of the throat 
and js coughed out. ‘ 

Dr, James Crooks, in the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal, gives the signs 


and symptomes of these chronic 
cases of sinusitis: 1—Discharge of 
mucous or pus from the nose, 2— 
Frequent cglds. 3—Cough, 4— 
Snoring and mouth breathing. >— 
Sore throats. 6—Headaches, In- 
fMlammation of the middle ear and 
general weakness or disability aro 
often present. Examination of the 
nose, lighting up the sings by a 
special lamp, and taking an X-ray 
picture may also be done to make 
sure that the frequent colds are 
Teally due to an inflamed sinus, 

The treatment of chronic sinust- 
tis Is to first try to prevent the 
conditions that start or ight up 
the trouble. “Colds must be avold- 
ed by improving hygiene and gen- 
eral health and resistance”. When 
the colds occur, the ning of the 
nose must be shrunk so that,the 
opening from the sinus into the 
nose remains open. ‘This shrinking 
is done with adrenalin, epineph- 
rine, or by ephedrine (the Chinese 
drug), or by a benzedrine inhaler. 

As long as the opening is not 
kept closed by the swollen condi- 
tion of the lining of the nose, it is 
not usually necessary to have the 
sinus washe? out. ” 

Operation for this condition is 
not done as often now. Operation 
ig performed only when the dis- 
charge has turned to pus which 
continues to form despite the 
shrinking of the nose lining and the 
washing out of the sinus,

It is seldom that a child has ear 
trouble that this trouble cannot be 
traced to that old enemy of ours— 
the common cold. So the advice 
given a week or so ago in this col- 
umn on how to build up the body to 
avold colds is more or less applic- 
able to ear trouble. 

‘When a child has ear trouble, in- 
fected from a cold in the head or 
throat, it is quite often the result 
of blowing the nose too hard. Con- 
necting the earwith the throat and 
the nose is a little semielastic tube 
which is usually closed except when 
we blow our nose, sneeze or cough. 
Within this tube especially at the 
end behind the drum fs an ideal 
breeding ground for germs, and 
here they multiply, setting up an 
inflamation in what we call the 
middle ear. :

Today Franco has still Stalian fliers and

lity and has observed it. In her honesty of 
purpose she has stayed out of the war on 
principle, leaving it to Franco and the Gov- 
ernment to settle the matter, even if Italy 
probably yeuld like to see Franco win.

Earthenware and Pottery. 


The United States granted tariff 
concessions to the United Kingdom 
on earthenware and pottery.

Try some colq water in your 
mouth. Hold the water around the 
tooth. If the cold water gives some 
relief from the pain when an ab- 
scess is present.

Pus and gas develop and the ex- 
panding gas causes pressure snd 
pain as it cannot get out of the 
canal of the tooth. 
By applying cold water and thus 
reducing the temperature, some re 
llef is obtained for a little while. 
Dentists usually extract these dead 
th that are causing pain, 

Dr. Smith states further that 
when cold water, ice-cream or other 
cold substance causes-the tooth to 
ache or increases the pain, the 
nerve or pulp ts not dead and that 
the dentist by removing the filling 
and treating the canal-for some 
weeks, may bo able. to

On the other hand the German way in trade 
is an attempt ‘‘to push its foreign sales by a 
series of special devices, some of them plain- 
ly acts of desperation, others deliberately 
planned”, the paper goes on to say. “It began 
by offering various direct and indirect .sub- 
sidies to exporters. Another step was the use 
of ‘blocked’ marks—a sort of disguised form 
of currency depreciation. A third device ap- 
peared os a result of a one sided-tfade bal- 
ance: Some years ago, for example, Germany 
bought large supplies of Rumanian and Hun- 
garian wheat, Greek, Bulgarian and Turkish 
tobacco. it was some time before the ex- 
porting countries realized that the result of 
these’ one-sided purchases wos the accumu- 
lation of large frozen balances owed to them 
by Germany on their clearing accounts with 
her. In order to liquidate these balances it 
became necessary for the Governments of 
these countries to do their utmost to encour- 
oge the purchase of German goods. But the 
German authorities took’ advantage of fhis 
situation ‘to refuse to sell these ‘countries 
goods which they were able to sell abroad for 
cash, and to offer. them only goods which 
were not wanted in countries with free cur- 
rencies.”” On this point the London. Economist 
says “Yugoslavia was compelled to buy vast 
quantities of aspirin, Rumania bought many 
thousands of typewriters and Greece bought 
mouth organs by the hundred thousand.” 

That subsidized exports ultimately impov- 
erish a nation is the view generally held by 
economists, it amounting to selling goods be-

Without exception these men of ex- 
cellent physique gave the amount 
requested. This blood (which had 
fought influenza successfully) was 
then injected into the more serious 
cases of influenza with excellent re- 
sults, the record for the hospital 
standing among the first half dozen 
for the continent. 

This blood, fresh from with- 
standing influenza, had developed 
s0 many ‘anti-bodies'—disease fight- 
ers or resistérs—that it was, of 
course, @ great boon to the tired or 
Wor blood of the patient. 

Notwithstanding that it is able to 
reduce the power of influenza, this 
power in the blood does not last 
for very long,’ according to studies 
by.Drs. R. W. Fairbrother and E 
A. Martin, in The Lancet, London. 
These physicians state that in 
view of the great number of antl- 
bodies in this blood, {t 1s surprising 
that it is not able to protect patients 
developing influenza as they may 
be again attacked with influenza 
within ten months or a year. 

It may be that there are a num- 
ber of ‘strains’ of polson in influ- 
enza, so many strains to be con- 
trolled or prevented from causing 
trouble that the anti-bodies devel- 
oped by the previous attack soon get 
used up or exhausted. 

“As a number of recently Infect- 
ed persons‘ were available, Drs. 
Fairbrother and Martin, studied the 


fluctuations or changes in the num- 
ber of antibodies in the blood over 
periods of ten to twelve months, 
The number or proportion of anti- 
bodies in the blood seems to tell 
the exact ability of the indiy- 
ual to resist infection; a large 
number shows high and 
a small number shows low resist- 
ance. But whether high or low, the 
Nbody's ability to again fight influ- 
enza is back to where it was (be- 
fore the attack of influenza) with- 
in ten to twelve months.” 

The point to remember then is 
that having an attack of influenzae 
last year may not protect you 
against another attack this year. 
This means that if the symptoms 
-head cold, headache, tiredness, 
sore muscles; prostration—occur,

BEIGHT COLOR WASTED 


Ask any group of anglers whether 
fish can distinguish colours and 
they will be sharply divided In 
thelr opinion. Generally, however, 
the ancient bellef that the tints of 
various lures are more 


light ‘of experimental work over 
many years. Scientists now gener- 
ally agree that fish cannot see 
colours. But they can distinguish 
light and dark objects and it is the 
effect of atmospheric conditions, 
sunlight and shadow, the dull days 
of rain or mist, which may make 
one colour more distingulshable 
than another on different occa. 
sions. This means that on sunny 
days, flies and lures which carry 
deep bright colors in thelr com- 
position are readily distinguishable 
against the clear blue sky. Con- 
versely, white will show more 
readily against a ceiling of mist in 
the morming or the lengthening 
shadows of evening. * 

Seeking to discover a reason 
why on same days trout will take 
a fly of one colour and ignore it 
on the next caused one scientist, 
Dr. Eom yells to have a large 
pon & watertight, glass- 
sided observation chamber con- 
structed in which he could watch 
the reaction of fish to colours. 

His observations. confirmed the 
years of study which had caused 
him to advance the theory that

AUTHOR OF ‘ANNIE’ 
BOOKS TO SPEAK 
AT BOOK FAIR 


L. M. Montgomery Will be 
Heard in Collegiate 
Auditorium | 


Lovers of “Anne” books will 
welcome the opportunity next 
week of hearing their author L. M 
Montgomery, Mrs, Ewan Mac Don- 
ald, who is coming to Belleville on 
Thursday afternoon of the Book 
Fair to deliver an address in the 
Collegiate Auditorium. 

Born and brought up In Prince 
Edward Island, Canada, L M. 
Montgomery while st!ll a child de- 
veloped a taste for poetry. She 
wrote verses and many short stor- 
Jes and sent them to magazines 
and papers, but without much suc- 
cess. For years she doggedly kept 
on writing, and at last a-short 
story was accepted by a juvenile 
magazine, Then for 13 years, liv- 
ing with her grandmother in the 
old farmhouse, she appl'ed herself 
to her self-appointed task, writ- 
ing lterally 
and stories for USA. periodicals, 
In 1%4 looking over her note-book 
of plots for an idea for a short 
serial she found a faded entry: 
“Elderly couple apply to orphan 
asylum for a boy, By mistake a 
girl is sent them.” She started to 
sketch out the chapters; but Anne 
Shirley began to become so real 
and interesting that Miss Mont- 
gomery decided to write a book 
about her. The result was Anne of 
Green Gables, She wrote it in the 
evenings after her regular day’s 
work was done, Then she ‘typed 
{t on an old second-hand typs- 
writer, She never dreamt it would 
have such an amazing success. 
She thought it would appeal to 
girls in their ‘teens, but she did 
not consider a ‘wider audience. 
But men and women who are 
grandparents, boys at school and 
college, old pioneers in the Aus- 
tralian bush, missionaries in 
China, monks in remote monas- 
terles, and red-headed girls all 
over the world have written to 
her to say how much they loved 
Anne and her family. . 

With the publication of this 
book the author's struggle was 
over, and her subsequent books 
had enormous sales. She married 
a Presbyterian minister and went 
to live in Ontario, 

The books she has written, most 
of wh'ch have been translated 
into Pollsh, French, .Swedish, 
Dutch, and Danish; many also in

There may not be ony un- 
employment or starvation in Russia or any of

States, expressed the need of-moral rearma- 
ment, “something far more than inhibitions, 
prohibitions and laws’’ as a vital-need of the 
world today, He was speaking in Toronto be- 
fore the York ‘Bible ‘Class. Mr. Hoover said 
that this need would be met by nations whose 
leaders ‘'stand:solid’; proc aL

» protection and security, That there is such a 
thing as insecurity is clear enough from ‘re- 
_cent ‘events in.China,. Spain, and in other 
parts of the world, The nation. that is wéak 
or has. no friends would be in a precarjous, 
State- The world has: really been, confounded |. 
in the post five years with the threats of 
war-and actual wars which have been woged. 

Nations which have not moral rearmament 
may ‘cause disaster. So it is with. the indivi- 
dual ‘in. the community life. ees 

In that’ man ‘has: security. because .it is so 
self-evident that security is essential. Yet 
with that security, police are essential to pre- 
serve. order’which:a small percentage.of per-: 
sons ‘interested in crime and. lower mora! 
standards would. break down if-they could. 
It is clear the community has proceeded 
much farther . than the world community. 
There are nations which will stoop to methods 
which are frowned upon by other nations, and 
by that very stooping to lower standards and 
even to a state of something like barbarism, 
gain a temporary advantage over states which 
have a moral outlook which prevents their 

"riding. roughshod over the intemational prin- 
ciples SS ere pie 

How far present chaotic conditions are to 
go remains uncertain. Waging a war of ag- 
gression, persecution of religious faiths, cru- 
elty in the execution of political opponents, 
all take their toll in lives of men, women and 
children, in the lowering of standards, and in 
scepticism and atheism. 

Mr. Hoover sees “the fumes. from these 
witches’ cauldrons of new idealogies, as today 
drugging our democracies with illusions of 
economic. security.” 

The ex-President also pleaded for a larger 
opportunity in the democracies for the eco- 
nomically less competent. He sees a slacken- 
ing all over the world of individual responsi- 

bility and personal conscience and so he holds 
up the ideal of a constructive progress of civi- 
lization in the democracies as founded on the 
advance of truth, beauty,” human brother- 
hood. “‘It is founded upon respect for the dig- 
nity of individual men and in large view we 
have made great progress over two centur- 
jes’ 

The thought he left with his audience was 
that “we should worry less over public cons- 
cience and mass morals and worry more over 
individual conscience and individual morals, 
for therein is the only foundation of real mor- 
al progress.”

ENGINEERING IN OLD EGYPT 


f The history of engineering is an interesting 
= secord of growth of human knowledge and of 
ty human aspiration and progress. W. J. E. Bin- 
nie, retiring :president of the British Institute 
of Civil Engineers collected some, interesting 
facts ond recently presented them to the an- 
nual meeting of that society. Speaking of his 
a address the Daily Commercio! News and 
: Building Record says editorially: 
“Unfortunately the records of those times 
are almost all lost, so that the accumulated 
knowledge consists only of a few manuscripts 
and they hardly begin to tell the story. How- 
ever, through excavations ond by other 
means, some idea of the accomplishments of 
ancient races has been obtained, but the 
methods employed, in most cases, can only 
be surmised. - 
..'For example, in Egypt the great monu- 
ments erected by the Pharaohs are the object 
of wonder to all who see them, yet one can 
only speculate as to how the enormous stones 
of which the pyramids are built were placed 
in position. In one of the quarries from which 
was taken the granite used for’ the temples 
is a partially excavated obelisk, the dimen- 
sions of which are such that it would weigh 
about 1,200 tons. The face of the quarry was 
stepped and trimmed to form two sides of the 
- obelisk, and o longitudinal groove cut down 
to the bose to form the third side, this groove 
being just wide enough to allow of the entry 
of the men who gradually chipped awey the 
granife; and a line of holes had been drilled 
for the insertion of wedges to split the stone 
from its bed. ~ 
_ “The use of. the drill was known in Egypt 
cat. least 5,000 years ogo, as specimens. were 
found at the Step pyramid. The drill-point 
“was of flint, shoped'somewhat like a crescent

The ef- 
fort was to show that Canadians had no right 
to dSsail German methods in dealing with 
their minority, the Jews. 

The Germon poper of course does not know 
what liberty the Indians enjoy in Canada, 
does not know much about the department 
that looks after Indian affairs. The Indians 
themselves are the first to repudiate such 
‘attacks by the German press. To put the 
treatment which the Indian population of 

& Canada receives at the hands- of Canadians 
on the same basis as the German drive. to re- 
move the Jewish people from every sphere of

The persecution of the Jews has been call- 
ed one of the most terrible pogroms on rec- 
ord, worse than. the Russian pogroms, which 
were fanatical enough but not so extensive. 
The German persecution is nation-wide and 
an avowed part of the national policy.
